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A TALE OF JOHN TAYLOR, 

John Taylor was licensed, when a youth 
oftwenty one, to practice at the bar of this 
city. He was pocr, but well educated, and 
possessed extraordinary genius. Thegraces 
of his person combined with the superiority 
of his intellect, enabled him to. win the hand 
ofa fashionable beauty. Twelve months 
afterwards, the hushand was employed by a 
wealthy firm of the city to go ona mission as 
land agent to the west. “sa heavy salary 
was offered, Taylor bude farewell to his wife 
and infant son. He wrote back every week, 
but received not a line in answer: Six 
months elapsed, when the hasband received 
a letter from his employers. that explained 
all. Shortly after his departure for the west, 
the wife and her father removed to Mississip- 
pi. There, she immediately obtained a di- 


close; but to the astonishment of every one 
he declined the former, and allowed the de 

fence to lead off. Then a shadow might have 
been observed to flit across the features of 
Pike, and to darken even the bright eyes of 
Prentice. They saw that they had ‘caught 
a Tartar;” but who it was, or how it happen- 
ed, was impossible to guess. _

Hopkins, inorder to turn the tide of popular 
opinion, or at least to mitigate the generel 
wrath which at first violent against him, cir- 
enlated reports infamously prejudicial to the 
churacter of (he woman who had suffered 
such cruel wrong at hishaads, She brought 
her suit for slander.

Discovery or a Pyramip IN CaLrrornta, 
—One of the most interesting events which 
have recently transpired in California is the 
discovery in the southern part of (he State, 
in the neighborhood of the Colorado, of an 
immense pyramid of hewn stone. It has a 
level top of more than filly feet square, tho’ 
it is evident that it was once completed, but 
that some great convulsion of nature has dis-

Such isthe age of this immense struc- 
ture, that the perpendicular joints between 
the blocks are worn away to the width of 
from five to ten inches al the botrom of each 
joint, and.the surface of the pyramid so much 
worn by the storms, the vicisitudes, and the 
coirodings of ceoturies as to make it easy of

He dug beneath the murderer andslander- 
er's feet ditches of dilemmas, such as no 
sophistry could overleap, and no stretch of 
ingenuity evade; and having thas, as one 
might say, impounded his victim, and girt 
him about like a scorpion ina circle of fire, 
he stripped himselfto the work of massacre. 

Oh! then, but it was a vision both  glori- 
ous and dreadful to behold the orator. His 
actions, before graceful as the waye of a 
golden willow in the breeze, grew impetu- 
ousas the motion of an oak in the hurricane. 
His voice became a trumpet filled with wild 
whirlpools, deafening the ears with crashes 
of power, and yet intermingled all the while 
with a sweet under-song of the softest ca- 
dence. His face was as red as a drunkard’s

; There are many things I would say to you, and 
many enquiries I wonld gladly make, but 1 midst 
close this letter, as I have dn opportunity tu for- 
ward it, so that I hope it iiay réach you in a few 
days. I cannot closs however, without a fow 
words in relationito the Election which, it appears 
from the papers you last sent mo, is likely to have 
some bearing on the questions that so nearly con- 
corn us. 

When we first heard of it, we understood that a 
Wyandott Indian had proposed to go to: Washing- 
ton to represent his nation. 

Wo knew the Wyandotts to be the most intelli- 
gent, and respectableof! all'the tribes—men among 
them of Education and ability, knowing they were 
willing to treat with the United States, and were 
desirous of hecoming sudject to our laws, wo hio- 
ped their example would be followed by the other 
tribes, and each, either send ono of their number 
to state their wants, or confide them to the keop- 
ing of the Wyandott. Finding that the papers, 
and politicians among the outsiders, were treating 
theis election a3 a serious affuir, and making ita 
part of their opposition to the interest of this Tor- 
ritory, we calleda meeting in our neighborhood, 
for the purpose of disctissing the propriety of our 
taking part init. Mr: S..an “Old Dominion” 
man as a committe on resolutions, reported the 
following which were ynanimously ndopted. 

“Resolved, That ‘rote citizens of the United 
States, residing within the Territorial limil of 
Nebraska, and subject to no tribal laws, feeling 
the necessity of a government for the protection 
of our persons and property, confidently hope that 
the Congress will, at its next session, extend over 
us, as an act of justice, the sam salutary rules 
and regulations by which other Territories under 
like circumstances aro governed,” ( 

“Resolved, That we know of no ‘authority hay- 
ing been vested in the dvages, who are occupy- 
ing our Eastern border, to represent the citizens 
of theis Territory, in the Congress of the United 
States; and having learned that they are, with the 
advice, and co-operation of Indian agents and tra- 
-ders, assuming such authority,we hereby repudiato 
and denounce the attempted election, as an out- 
rage upon the intelligence of men who are competent 
to transact their own public biisiness without the 
aid of barbarians.” 

It occurred to me, that though the resolutions 
were pretty strong, yet it would be as proper for 
usto recognize the right of Kamschatka or the Mus- 
quito Coast, to send a delegate to’ Congress, as 
these Indians, who not only have'nothirle to do 
with the Goveratnont but have expressly stipulated 
hy Treaty to remain q separate nation, and to be 
governed by thoir own, tribal laws. , 

Don’t fail to send mepapers, and particularly 
such New York, and Washington papers as you 
can spare. f will write you ngain as I may have 
opportunity to send téthe frontier.

‘The second eection, from the meadows of 
Santa Clara to Owen’s river, at the base. of 
the Sierra Nevada, sear Walker's Pays, was 
not examined by Beal and, Heap, but has 
been well travelled by the Mormons and em- 
igrants, and that section proved to be all that 
it was believed to be by Fremont. It is a 
mostimportant section of the road, going 
nearly west to Owen's river, thereby cutting 
off the large elbow which the Spanish trail 
makes down to the southwest, and also get- 
ting clear of the great Sandy desert on the 
Mo-hab-ve and the lower Colorado, and in 
place of it, going through a succession of 
fertile vallies, well watered and grasay, and 
abounding with forests of fir, cedar, pine and 
Loiber growth, and getting to Walker’s Puss 
in about half the distance, Fremont fixed 
the points astronomically, and found Carson's 
river and lake only about four and a half de 
grees of longitude west of of Santa Clara, 
(about 250 miles,) and the latitude of 37 1-2 
cutting both places, that ia to say, passing 
through the meadows of Santa Clara, an! 
culling the river about the middle, whose 
course is nearly from north to sontl, and 
emptring into a lake of its own. This dis. 
covery completes all that was wanting on the 
central route. It gets rid of the sandy des- 
ert on the Moshah-ve, and in plince of a des- 
ert gives fite valhes for cultivation and. set- 
tlement, and very mild fn elimate, the ground 
being without snow even it January. We 
are now able to say. that there may .be. con- 
tinnousand broad settlements on this line 
from Missouri to California.

Among the zemarkable-trees in the world, the | 
{ollowing are some of the:most curians: | 

Tue Dwanr Dere.—Cuptains King-and Fiteroy 
vtate that they saw a.treeven the-mounteins near 
Cape Horn, which-wes only one or -two- inches! 
high, yet bad.branches spreading out fouror five 
feet-along the ground. 

‘Tue-Sack Dare.—tThore is said-to bea tree in 
Bombay called the sack tree, because from it may 
be stripped verysingalar matural:sacks,-which re- 
semble “felt?*in appearance. 

Tue Tattow Tree.—This tree is found in Chi- 
na. Itiscalled the tellow tree because a sub- 
stanc2 is obtained from it resembling tallow, and 
ia,usei forthat purpose. It grows from twenty to 
forty feet in height. 

Lace Barx Titez.—In the West Indies is found 
a tree; the inner bark of which resembles lace or 
nel-work. This is very heavtifal, consisting of 
layers which may be pulled out into fine white 
web, three or four feet wide. It is sometimes used 
for ladies’ dresses. 

Tar Sorrowrct Trez.—At Goa, near Bombay, 
there isa singular vegetable—the sorrowful tree 
—so called because it only flurishes in the night. 
At sunset no flowers are to be seen; and yet, half 
an honr after, it is quite full of them. They yield 
a sweet smell, but the sun no sooner begins to 
shine upon them than some of them fall off, and 
others close up, and thus it continues flowering in 
the night all the year. 

Tae Great Cursxut Trez.—On- one side of 
Mount tna there is a famous chestnut tree, 
which is said to be 196. feet in circumference, 
just above the surface of the ground. Its enor- 
mous trunk is separated into five divisions, which 
gives to it the appearance of several trees growing | 
together. Ina circularspace, formed by these 
large branches, 2 hut has been erected for the ac-/ 
commodation of those who collect the chestnuts. 

‘Tus Ivorr-Nor Taze.—Tbe ivors-nat tree is 
properly called the Tagua plant, and is common} 
in South America. “The tree is one of the numer- | 


| ean sexreely penetrate mto the stony soil, 


ous ‘family of palms, but belongs to the order de~ 
signated screw-pine tribc. The natives uso ‘the 
leayes to cover their cottages, and from the nuts 
make buttons and various other articles. In. an. 
early state, the nuts. containa sweet milky liquid, 
which afterwards assumes a solidity nearly equal 
to ivory, and will admit of a high polish. It is 
known 24 the ivory nut, or vegetable ivory, and 
has recently been brought into use for various 
purposes. 

Tue Brzait-Nor Taer.—The Brazil-nut tree 
may justly command the attention of the enthusi- 
astic naturalist. The tree thrives wellin the 
province of Brazil, and.immense quantities of its 
fruit are exported to foreign countries. It grows 
to a height of 50 to 80 feet, and in spenranco is 
one of the most majestic ornaments of the forest. 
‘The fruit, in ite natural position, resembles a co- 
co-nut, being extremely hard, and about the size 
of achild’s bend. Eachoneof these contains 
from twelve to twenty of the three-comered nuts 
nicely packed together, andto obtain the nuts as 
they appear in market, these-shells haye..to be 
broken open. During theseason of their falling, 
‘it is dangerous to enter the groves where they a- 
bound,.as the force of their descent is sufficient to 
knock downtho.strongesiman. ‘The natives, haw- 
ever, providethemselves with wooden buckiers, 
which they hold over their heads while collecting 
the fruit from the ground. _ 

Tur Casxon-Baut Trer.—Among the plants of 
Guinea, one of the most curious isthe crnnon-ball 
tree. It grows to the height of 60 fect, and its 
flowers are-remarkable for beauty and fragrance, 
‘and 'contracdictory qualities. Its blossoms are of 
A delicious crimson, appearing in large bunches, 
and exhaling 4 rich perfume, The fruit resem- 
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the contents contain several kinds of neidé, be- 
sides sugar avd gum, and furnish the materials for 
making an oxcellent-drink in sickness. But, sin- 
gular as it may appear, this pulp, when in a pers 
footly ripe state, is very filthy, and the odor from 
it exccedingly uupleasant. 

Tar Breav-Fror Tree.—This troc is found on 
the islands of the Pavific Occean. Tho trunk ri- 
ses to the height of 30 and 40 feet, and attains the 
size of aman’s body. The frait grows about the 
size of a childs head. When used for food, it is 
gathered before it is fully ripe, wand baked among 
ashes, when it becomes a wholesome bread, and 
in taste somewhat resembles fresh wheat bread. 
This is avery useful tree to the natives; for, be- 
sides its fruit, which suppliés them with food, its 
trunk furnishes timbers for their houses canoes; 
the gum which exudes from it serves as pitch for 
their vessels, and from the fibers of the innor bark 
a cloth is made to cover their persons. 

Tus Cow Trez.—This tree is a native of Ven- 
ezuela, South America. 1t growsin rocky. situa- 
tions high in the mountains. Baron Von Ium- 
boldt gives the following deseription of it: 

On the barren flank of a rock grows a tro 
with @ry and leathery leaves; its large woolly roots 
For 
several mouths in the-vyear not a single “shower 
moistens its foliage. Its branches appear dead 
and dried; yet'as soon ae the trank is pierced, there 
flows from it arich andnourishing milk. 1t is at 
sunshine that this vegetable fountain is most a- 
bundant. The natives are thento be seen hasten- 
ing from all quarters, furnished with large bowls 
to receive the milky which grows yellow and thick- 
ens on the surface. Some drain their bowls un- 
der the tree, while others carry home the juice to 
their children; and you might fancy, as the father 
returned homeward with the milk, you saw the 
family of a shepherd gathering around to receive 
from him the production of his flock. The milk 
obtained by incisions made in the trnnk is tolera- 
bly thick, free from all acridity, and of an agree- 
able and balmy smell. It was offered us in 
the shell of the calabash tree. We drank a con- 
siderable quantity of itin the evening before going 
to bed, and very early inthe morning, without 
experiencing the slightest injurious’ effect.
